1. WE AGREE HMG SHOULD BE SOUNDED ABOUT A POSSIBLE APPROACH TO NE 
WIN BY MOUNTBATTEN OR SOME OTHER BRITON, SINCE IT MAY NOT SHARE 
OUR SKEPTICISM AS TO EFFECTIVENESS OF SUCH AN APPROACH. SUGGEST 
HMG ALSO BE INFORMED OF OTHER CHANNELS UNDER CONSIDERATION AS 
OUTLINED REF A. 

2. WE ARE INCLINED TO THINK, HOWEVER, THAT THE NUMBER OF PERSONAL 
APPROACHES TO NE WIN INDICATED REF A MAY BE OVERDOING IT A LITTLE, 
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GIVING HIM THE IMPRESSION HE IS BEING TOO HEAVILY PRESSURED AND 
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LEADING HIM TO SUSPECT USG ORCHESTRATION. WE WOULD FAVOR LETTER 
FROM TUN RAZAK OR SUHARTO, BUT NOT BOTH. SIMILARLY, IF LON NOL 
HAS ALREADY ACKNOWLEDGED NATIONAL DAY MESSAGE IN ROUTINE MANNER, 
WE WOULD ADVISE AGAINST A FURTHER PERSONAL MESSAGE TO NE WIN. 

3. FYI KHMER AMBASSADOR TELLS US HE HAS BEEN INFORMED BY FOREIGN 
MINISTRY THAT BURMESE DELEGATION TO UNESCO INSTRUCTED TO SUPPORT 
GKR. WE TAKE THIS WITH SOME RESERVATIONS, SINCE HE IS APT TO 
MISUNDERSTAND WHAT IS SAID TO HIM AND IN THIS CASE APPARENTLY 
DID NOT TRY TO ASCERTAIN REASON FOR DIFFERENCE IN GUB POSITIONS 
IN UN AND UNESCO. WILL ATTEMPT TO CONFIRM REPORT, BUT WE PREFER 
TO DO SO INDIRECTLY OR INFORMALLY RATHER THAN BY DIRECT APPROACH 
TO FOREIGN MINISTRY.
